OTTAWA, Ont., July 21—Amid 
the rumble of gunfire, the glit- 
tering pageantry of inherited tra- 
dition, the picturesque ceremon- 
ial of age-old observances, the 
Imperial Economic conference 
got under way in Ottawa today. 

For many months the “Ottawa 
conference” has been an expression 
carrying with it the implication of

HOMAGE TO HEROES 


The first act of the delegation 
heads today was one of homage to 
Canada’s war dead. In the confined 
space of the national sanctuary—the 
memorial chamber of the Peace 
tower in the parliament buildings— 
they reverently deposited wreaths 
in a simple but impressive cere- 
mony. After that, they repaired to

panic. 


But it is hard to explain that to 
the little people who lost their 
money in the 150 little banks.
